Living in 
a big city, you spend all of your time and energies just getting by, 
just surviving. And there is very little of either left over to devote to 
your true interests, the things you are passionate about. The simple 
pleasures of nature are miles away, unreachable without the car that 
you can't afford. You don’t have the room physically or mentally to 
spread your wings and figure out what you'd like to do. You just 
have enough time to make pasta (again!), down another cup of 


coffee and run off to your shit job. Big cities are just not a nurturing © 


environment for, what | consider to be the positive elements of punk; 
independence, self-exploration, self-discovery and being a part of 
the world you live in.

A present time, | propose that it may obtain a greater iongevity if It 


moved to smaller citles or rural areas. With the lower cost of living 
and expenses it would be much easier to support ones self with a 
well-run small business, be that a magazine, record label, distro or 


@ whatever you interests lie. The cost of food could be further reduced 


by having a garden, waste could be reduced by merely having a yard 
in which to put a compost. The thought of having a yard at all is 
enough to entice me, outdoor space to work or play as | wished. 
How amazing, how simple! The reality of self-employment coupled 


with the physical environment would create the freedom and space 


to pursue a variety of interests, to keep learning and growing. 
Despite all the other advantages of living in a smaller city or town 
| must admit that the possibility of living off of my own business is 
the greatest draw for me. Living without a sense of self-determination, 
never knowing when the rug is going to be pulled out from beneath 
your whole live (the term “job security” is no longer in the American 
vocabulary) and having to take orders from someone every day of 
your life all deteriorate a person's psyche, leading to the death of the 


individual, a slow and painful death. Not only would being self- 


employed avold all of that but it would allow the possibility of 
working at home which to me is the happiest of all places.

In trying to decide just what 
road to take and where to go, entertaining the idea of just heading on 
back to Pittsburgh (I bet Tad breakfast if he could drive the whole way), 
we pulled off the side of the road and ended up going down a narrow 
street that took us to the traintracks where we parked to look at a map. 
| looked at the houses on the train tracks, there in the heart of 
Appalachia, thinking about all of my photography book dreams of the 
poor mountain folks living in shacks on the train tracks and the next 
thing | know Tonka is growling and there is a fella at the window. | was 
kinda scared cause he was really toothless and a bit inbred like (if you'll 
excuse my bad assumptions and judgements) and he’s all like “Who 
you Want?”. | said we're just reading the map and we'll be on our way, 
we're not looking for anybody. Something about that made me say, 
well |'d wanted to come to the south and see this idea | had of poor 
people living harshly - | accepted that | had experienced it, and that it 
was time to.go HOME. And so with our fate sealed with set out for 
Pittsburgh, the lovely most beautiful city in the country. Yes, we arrived 
in Pittsburgh, to the fullness of winter cold at 4:30am and | looked at 
Pittsburgh as | had looked at every other place we'd been and! sawa 
really beautiful city that embodied everything | look for in a place. 
Mountains, neat architecture, with a history and worn look creating it's 
own beauty. And | said, “I Love Pittsburgh” as if | haven't been saying 
that for years. And without all of the anticipation that I've visited 
Pittsburgh with for the past many years | suddenly found myself in my 
favorite place and thought it was as good as anywhere else and | was 
glad to feel that | was home! Yes Home! Suddenly the reality of it 
started to hit me and | was so excited and happy to be there! We got 
bagels the next morning, something we'd been missing, and | found all 


of those cool little necessities of a good place to live that I'd been 
looking for and | thought, gee | can’t wait to say I've traveled the 
country and decided that Pittsburgh is the place | love the most.

That is when the road trip really 
ended. Back in New York, and all! could think was “Tad, what are 
we doing in NY?".
